He had an 
interview with various officials 
and finally with the provincial 
treasurer, Hon. Charles Cockroft,

At the suggestion of Hon, Mr. 
Cockroft a written assurance was 
given Mr. Kelly to take to the

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Life Than A Cycle Of Cathay

Canadians had their Cycle of Cathay from 1930 to 1935; there 
is no possibility of forcing them to submit to another five years 
of moderate betterment and slowly progressive improvement. 


The Liberals were elected to effect a restoration; not to plug 
the Jeaks in the Conservative tub 


The mandate given to the Liberals was to displace reaction 
and deflation, by bold, progressive, constructive, developing 
statesmanship. 


The great majority of the voting public attach no importance 
to an economical, standpat, policy of gradually improving the 
country out of depression. It is not a question of party politics; 
no party can stay in power without daring, constructive leader- 
ship 


The cost of restoration, however high, will be infinitely less 
than the cost of a gradual recovery from deflation. A restcred 
nation will haye the power to earn its way to an extent sufficient 
not only to meet all obligations but to make Canada a country in 
which young Canadians will be ambiticus to stay and succeed; 
instead of, as now, hoping and looking forward to the day when 
it will be possible to get out of Canada. 


Unless forcibly reminde® we are apt to forget that those who 
attained twenty years of age in 1930 have since lost the best five 
yours of life under the power of hopeless frustration; asking them 
to submit to another five years, is a denial of all the benefits held 
out in the General Election campaign preceding the election of 
October, 1935 


The real cost to be counted is the cost of not embarking on an 
efficient policy of restoration now. Should parliament allow 1936 
to pass without really renovating the currency and the internal 
development of Canada there will be a shaking of public confi- 
dence in the Liberal party. The fact that ballots will be used 
instead of bullets does not create any permanent factor of safety, 
because the ballots will be transferred down the avenue of dis- 
content into socialism and communism, 


The thing to be saved is the life of today. Since 1879 Canada 
has placed money above life and opportunity and the results can- 
not be argued about. There has been a stationary population in 
point of numbers; a continuous exodus of educated young Cana- 
dians into other countries; and a piling up of interest bearing 
bonds. No national growth or development which touched end 
strengthened the homes of the people. By the time the require- 
ments of the sound money institutions were met from day to day, 
only enough to meet barest subsistence reached the homes. When 
a managed deflation was put in force, even the value of the home 
was wiped out from coast to coast. Remedy is imperative; and 
progressive lessening of the oppressive forces over a term of 
years is not a remedy because the people who need restoration 
now will either have passed away or lost ambition and capacity 
during the intervening years 


The self-supporting, prosperous home is the life unit and finan- 
cial unit upon which all the institutions of state and of finance 
should be founded. Under our reactionary Canadian financial 
system the home-owner has had to carry his own loan and as 
much of the state load and general finance load as could be 
thrown on him 


This policy is a national danger—and must be reversed. The 
way of reversal is plain and safe. First provide and maintain a 
generously adequate supply of currency available for the com- 
merce and development of the nation; and also available to any- 
one who can give any reasonable security for use in any work of 


construction, restoration or development 


Second, bring necessaries of life and of industry to every com- 
munity in Canada on a basis of equalized cost fairly comparable 
with world value The railways can be given adequate protec- 
tion to ensure that the aggregate traffic earnings will be suffi- 
cient for efficient and profitable railway operation; but ad)ust- 
ments should only be made cn aggregates, not on details or par- 
ticular classes of traffic 


Unless the Government of Canada does these two things with- 
out delay, the system of old-line party government will be wiped 
out by the electors at the first chance to vote
